A SOLDIER" FROM YUKON. 

Was Comrade of Dreyfus and Thinks 
Him a Traitor— New Diggings 
on Polly River. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Sept. 10. — The Alpha 
touched at Vancouver on her way from 
the North to Victoria, landing 185 pas- 
sengers, !)7 of whom were officers and 
men of the Canadian militia, time ex- 
pired nnd returning from the Klondike. 
One of these, Private Clin, was the cen- 
tre at interest from the fact that ho 
claims to have been a brother officer of 
Dreyfus in the French army. " Drey- 
fus," he says, " is guilty of treachery to 
his country. I know that," and Clin 
marvels, therefore, that the whole out- 
side world should nttempt to make " a 
martyr of a traitor to his country." 

Of the Yukon country Private Clin 
said the best of order prevailed, and but 
few serious crimes were committed. New 
diggings had been discovered on the 
Felly, and from the fact that thousands 
had gone in there and not returned, he 
supposed it was very rich. A swift cur- 
rent rushing between cliffs had to be 
overcome, however, which was very dis- 
heartening to the miners, as it often 
swept away their work almost, as soon 
as performed. In the Klondike Cana- 
dians and Englishmen were quickly tak- 
ing the place of Americans. English- 
men were buying up hill claims for a 
song to work them with monitors. 

.lames Jensen, of Circle City, brought 
down 150 pounds of gold dust. He says 
the diggings around Circle City are still 
productive', and will yield $100,000 this 
season. 

OFFENDED THE " PUSH " 

Why Col. Steele Has Been Removed 
From Yukon Command.

Ottawa, Sept. IS. — There is consider- 
able comment upon the fact recently 
announced that Col. Steele, in command 
of the Mounted Police in Yukon, had 
been recalled, to be succeeded by Major 
Perry, who went to England at the 
time of the Diamond Jubilee in com- 
mand of the Mounted Police contingent. 

It is said the reason of Col. Steele's re- 
call is that In private letters to friends 
he has freely criticized the " push, as 
the ring or government officials at Daw- 
son is locally known. Some of these 
letters have fallen into the hands of Mr.

Vancouver, Sept. 18.— Fifteen men of the party of 70 some time ago reported 
stranded at Mud Lake, Edmonton trail, arrived at Vancouver to-day. They 
have a hard-luck story to tell that heats anything yet recorded. They had been 
living on "fish paste" described as Hour mixed with wuter in which they had 
boiled fish, for four days. 

They praise the Casca Company of Glenora for sending them relief when 
on the brink of starvation, aud without guarantee from the Canadian govern- 
ment, but complain bitterly because the Hudson's Bay Company, after under- 
taking, on Canadian government account, to transport and feed them, asked 
them to work on tho steamer Strathcoua; while they also complain that tho 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company, after contracting with the Canadian govern- 
ment to transport them to Vancouver, left them at Port Towusend. 

They statu that if the Casca Trading Company had not sent relief when 
they did, many must have died of starvation. They bring n list of dead, those 
reported by James Holm, of Philadelphia, being as follows: 
Drowned From Ills Boat. 

H. HOFFMAN, drowned in Great Slave Lake July, 189S. Hoffman waa 
polling his boat, when he slipped and sank from sight forever. 

Sick, Starved ond Frozen. 

J. M'NEHLY— At Liard's river, 13 m'les from Liard's Portage, Holm discover- 
ed a dead man in a tent in December, while the last entry in h:s-diary was Jan- 
uary, 1898. The name on the ily-leaf of the diary was J. McNeely, Sauit Ste. 
Marie, Mich. The diary told a pathetic story, something like this: "Because I 
am too sick to travel partners deserted me. I am getting so weak. My feet are 
frozen. I fun using crutches. I am confined to bunk. Frost is rapidly spread- 
ing up limbs. 80 below zero. Can't move; no fire, no food. January 10, 1898: 
J have just had beautiful vision of home; soft, warm blankets, and loving facen 
hovering near me; I was so warm and so happy, but I am still in this awful 
place." Here the Story ends. Holm buried him, tilazed a tree, and put hia 
name on a slab. 

Accidentally Shot. 

PETER SIMONSON, Swede, shot accidentally in his tent in November, 1898, 
at Devil's Portage. One of the boys was fooling with Holm's revolver, when 
it went off, the bullet going through Simonson's head. It was 50 below, but 
Holm cut slabs and made him a coffin, aud buried hian in the sand, blazing a tree 
and putting his namo on it. 

Laid Down Alone to Die. 

VALENTINE WENDLER, New York, put his hat on a stake to mark 
his grave, and then laid down and died all alone. We found him near the 
stake, built him a coffin, and prayed over his remains in the sand. He died 
of scurvy. This was at Dease Lake. His partner was Charles Helmut, Interna- 
tional hotel, Brooklyn. 

Scurvy Takes Halifax Man. 

DIMOCK, of Halifax, died at Hay Mountain, of scurvy, and we buried 
him there. 

A Watery Grave. 

JAMES BUTLER, Loudon, Eng. He was drowned at Cranberry Rapids. 
Body was nover recovered. 

Scurvy Again. 

Young man named Wells, with a Colorado party, died of scurvy on the 
way out; friends buried him. 

Quebeccr Drowned. 

HUBERT SAUVAGEAU, home near Montreal, drowned in the Mackenzie 
river, July, 1S98. He was with Seymour party; body never found. 

Unknown Dead. 

UNKNOWN, from Patterson, N. J.; his partner was named Rowe, from 
Colorado. Ho was drowned in the first canyon of Francisco Lake, where water 
rises high enough to make rainbows. 

ONE HUNDRED TRAGIC DEATHS, 
Another list was given by J. Crawford of Chippewa Falls, Wis., who says 
he counted over 100 tragic deaths, but could remember but few names. 

Fell Dead on Trail. 

R P. FORD, Mill Village, Penn., a big, strong man, overworked himself 
carrying a 75-pound pack hundreds of miles, lie fell dead on the trail. 

Three Englishmen Unnamed. 

LONDONERS.—"! found the bodies of three London Englishmen in one 
cabin; two wore brothers; it was at. night; there was a light in the tent, and 
I went in. A candle was just spluttering out. A man lay in the bunk, seeming- 
ly looking at me, so I said •Hello,' but he still stared silently. I touched him, 
and found that he was dead. I looked in two other bunks, and each contained a 
dead body— all dead of scurvy. The last entry in the diary lying close to the 
bunk, with some dried apples, read: "Brother Jack passed away peacefully last

Pretoria, Sept. 17.— The reply of the 
government of the South African He- 
public to tin? latest despatch, dated Sep- 
tember lii, of the British secretary of 
st.Ui' for the colonies, after acknowledg- 
ing (In- receipt of the British note, pro- 
ceeds in part as follows: 

"The government deeply regrets the 
withdrawal, as tin- governmeiu under- 
stands il, of the invitation mentioned 
in the British despatch of August 23, and 
the substitution in place thereof of an 
entirely new proposal. 

••The proposals now fallen through, 
contained in the Transvaal despatebes of 
Aueaist 1!) and 21, were elicited from 
Mils government by suggestions made by 
(be British diplomatic agent in Pretoria, 
-Mr. Oouynghani Greene, to the Trans- 
vaal stale secretary, Mr. I<\ \V. Heitz, 
suggestions Wihich this government acted 
upon in good faith, and after specially 
ascertaining whether they would be 
likely to prove acceptable to the British 
government, 

"This government had by no moans 
an intention to raise again needlessly 
the question of its political status, hut 
acted with the sole object of endeavor- 
ing, by the aid of the local British agent, 
to put an end to the strained condition 
of affairs. This was done in the shape 
of a proposal which to this government 
seems, both as regards its spirit and 
form, to be so worded as, relying upon 
intimations to this government, would 
satisfy Her Majesty's government. 

•' This government saw a dllllculty as 
to the acceptance of these proposals by 
the people and legislature of the Trans- 
vaal, find also contemplated possible 
dangers connected therewith, but risked 
them on account of a sincere desire 
secure peace, and because assured by 
-Mr. Chamberlain that such proposals 
would not be deemed a refusal of hi 
proposal, but would be settled on their 
merits. 

" As regards the joint commission, the 
Transvaal adheres to the acceptance of 
the invitation thereunto given by Her 
Majesty's government and cannot under- 
stand why such a commission, which be- 
fore was deemed necessary to explain 
the complicated details of the seven 
years' law should now be deemed un- 
necessary, and why it should now, with- 
out such inquiry, be thought possible to 
-declare this law inadequate. 

'' Further, there must be a misappre- 
hension if it be assumed that this 
government was prepared to lay pro- 
posals for a five years' franchise and a 
quarter representation of the new popu- 
lation before the volksraad for uncondi- 
tional acceptance. As to the language, 
this government never made any offer 
such as is referred to, considering as it 
did such a measure both unnecessary 
mid undesirable. 

"The proposed conference, as distinct 
from the joint commission of inquiry, 
this government is likewise not unwilling 
to enter upon, but the difficulty is that 
hii acceptance thereof is made dependent 
upon the acceptance, on the side of the 
Transvaal, of precedent ' conditions 
■which this government does not feel at 
liberty to submit to the volksraad, and 
moreover, the subjects to be discussed at 
the conference remain undefined. 

" This government ardently desires 
and gladly accepts arbitration, as its 
firm intention is to adhere to the terms 
of the London convention of 1884." 

Vim despatch concludes iby trusting 
thai the British government on recon- 
sideration may deem it lit to make more 
generous or new proposals, but that this 
Kovenunent will "adhere to Great Brit- 
ain'-, proposal for a joint commission of 
inquiry, as previously explained by the 
secretary of state for the colonics to the 
imperial parliament." 

London, Sept. IS.— The text of the 
Transvaal reply was issued by Mr. 
»Ohfiinl>erhun this afternoon, but the only 
addition of importance to the summary 
obtained from Pretoria is the concluding 
passage, as follows: 

"If Her Majesty's government is will- 
ing and feels able to make this decision, 
a joint commission as first proposed by 
Mr. Chamberlain would put tin end to 
the present tension, race hatred would 
decrease and die out, and the prosperity 
and welfare of the South African Kepnh- 
li'c ami the whole of South Africa Will 
he developed and furthered, and frater- 
nization between the different nationali- 
ties will increase." 

The evening papers all indicate the 
seriousness of the crisis, but the St. 
.lames Gazette says: "It need not be 
imagined anything will be done on our 
side in a hurry. The cabinet has first 
io consider and secondly to formulate 
fresh proposals; therefore, these com- 
uientors on the crisis who are sure 
lighting will immediately commence are 
obviously a little previous. Of course it 
U quite possible the Boers may begin 
hostilities, in which case our troops will 
have in defend I'.ritisli territory. But, 
unless tli.. Boers take the offensive, ne- 
gotiation* will be prolonged until rein- 
forcements mi their way to South Africa 
loach their destination." 

A HOSTILE MOVE. 

London, Sept. IS. —'Hie second edition 
of the Times contains a despatch from 
Johannesburg, which says: "There is, I 
am informed, some early coup in con- 
templation. Quantities of impressed 
forces forwarded in the direction of the 
Natal border indicate some move on the 
part: of the troops in that quarter. The 
government is buying horses freely to- 
-day." 

Pretoria. Sept. IK.— 'Hie volksraad to- 
day re-adopted the mining article in the 
Gold law, eliminated last year, empow- 
ering the government to confiscate the 
claims and mines belonging to people 
convicted of treason or conspiracy 
against: the state, and empowering the 
government to order that the mines be 
worked, and if this instruction is dis- 
regarded, to work them through its own 
agents. The re-adopted article comes 
.into force immediately. 

THE AFRIKANDER. VIEW, 

London, Sept. IS.— Olive Schreiner 
(Mrs. OronwrighO contributes an elo- 
quent; cable letter on the situation to 
the . Manchester Guardian. She says: 
"l.et England clearly understand what 
war. in .South Africa means. The larg- 
est empire the world has ever seen will 
hurl its force against a small state of 



about thirty thousand, including lads of 
sixteen and old men of sixty, without 
ii standing army or organized commis- 
sary. The entire people will have to re- 
solves itself into an army, and the 
women will prepare bread and meat, 
which farmers will put into their sad- 
dlebags when they go to meet the enemy. 
To-day the women of the Transvaal tire 
demanding guns, that they may take their 
part in the last stand.

Only the international spec- 
ulator, who, through persistent misrep- 
resentaitiinis and by means of the press, 
has wrought this evil, will gain and fill 
bis already overloaded pockets with 
South African gold."

street. Ten minutes later, when the 
congregation ot Christ Church cathedral, 
adjoining, would have been dismissed, 
there might have been a loss of life. 
The building fell gradually, and warn- 
ing was given to tin; few people on the 
si reet at the time, so that no one was 
injured. 

The building was an imposing one, oc- 
cupying a whole block fronting on St. 
Catherine street, between University 
and Victoria streets, and was four stor- 
•eys high. On an upper lloor, adjoining 
the Scroggie establishment, is situated 
the Queen's theatre. It is an old-fash- 
ioned structure, and this spring the 
Scroggie firm, which started business in 
the corner store, and in the expansion of 
business took in four stores adjoining, up 
to the theatre, put in a modern front, 
and remodelled their cud of the building. 
The repairs had -only been completed a 
short time. 

This afternoon at live, the watchman 
employed In the building heard ominous 
sounds and Immediately notified the agent 
of the Ogllvie estate, wbicb owns the build- 
ing. When he arrived there was no sign of 
anything wrong, and the sounds had ceased. 
It was not until eight o'clock when they 
began once more. People passing along the 
streets heard one or two dull reports and 
then n shower of plate glass fell out on to 
the sidewalk. Everybody in the vicinity 
got out of the way and as they did so the 
wall fronting on St. Catherine street slowly 
toppled over Into the street, fulling with a 
deafening crash. The wall on the Univer- 
sity street side also fell. Both St. Cath- 
erine and University streets were blocked 
with the debris, while a great cloud of dust 
through which figures could be seen rustl- 
ing to places of safety and the spluttering 
of broken electric light wires added to the 
excitement of the moment. 

The lire brigade were called out but their 
services were not required. The break ex- 
tended the width of two stores from the 
corner and as far back as the entrance to 
the theatre, which was not damaged,

"Survivors of the Edmonton trull who 
came down the Stfkeen river on the Strath- 
cona, In talking about their trip out of the 
country, say that the Cassiar Hallway 
Company, which has held a charter for n 
road from Glenora to Dcase lake for twen- 
ty-four years wiib of great benefit to many 
returning refugees, and furnished employ- 
ment to many broken men. The company 
had to grade four miles of roadbed In order 
to continue to hold Its charter. Two dol- 
lars a day and board was paid, and through 
this much distress was averted. Refugees 
who were brought down the Stlkeen river 
bv the Canadian government oomplnln most 
bitterly against the treatment they received 
on the Hudson Bay steamer Strathcona. 
They Bay the government paid fui.l second- 
class fare for them, and that on the voyage 
down the river they were subjected to nil 
kinds of Indignities at the bands of the 
captain and purser. They were ordered 
around like deckhands, mid were fed on 
minted meats and offal from the table of 
first -class passengers. They were ordered 
to loail wood on the steamer at landings, 
and those who refused were threatened 
with In log given only one menl a day. To- 
duv vigorous complaints to the Canadian 
government were drawn up and signed by 
twenty-one of them, and will he forwarded 
to the authorities at Ottawa."

Trofcssor William Saunders, superin- 
tendent of (he Canadian experimental 
farms and one of the 1'uris exposition 
commissioners, is u g-uest u t the Hotel 
Driard, having arrived from the East on 
Sunday. The professor is on one of his 
periodical trips west, visiting en route 
the government farms at Brandon, In- 
dian Head and Agassiz, and also the 
principal agricultural districts. He 
came over the Crow's Nest Pass railway 
thi« trip and paid his first visit to the 
Kootenay country. Although his special 
Vine is agriculture, Prof. Saunders was 
much interested in the mines and was 
greatly pleased with the signs of pros- 
perity everywhere observed. The cli- 
matic conditions of Kootenay, he says, 
are favorable to farming, and where 
land can be obtained good crops could 
be raised. 

The season throughout Western Can- 
ada has been a most favorable one, the 
Manitoba farmers having taken in So 
Iter cent, of their crops when the pro- 
fessor passed through, and those of the 
Northwest 00 per cent. There was a 
light frost in some sections of the North- 
west on September lit, but it is not 
thought that any damage was done. In 
the Ejdmonton district there was a little 
damage from lute rains. Professor 
Saunders believes that the Manitoba 
government has underestimated the 
season's crop in that province. 

The chief object of the Professor's 
visit to Victoria was to interview the 
provincial government in respect to an 
agricultural exhibit at Paris next year. 
He met the members of the executive 
yesterday and received a favorable reply. 
It is his desire to have as large and 
representative an exhibit as possible, 
particularly of fruit and grain, as they 
are better illustrations of the climate of 
the country. The fruit will be sent 
through to Paris in cold storage, and 
only a small proportion exhibited at a 
time, the plates being replenished as the 
exhibits decay. In this way the ex- 
hibits will always be kept fresh. The 
provincial government will endeavor to 
secure samples from all districts, and 
the Dominion government will add to 
these samples from the experimental 
farms. 

Although Canada has not been allotted 
as much space at Paris as she has had 
at previous world's fairs, an effort will 
be mude to make the best of it. On 
account of the rules of the exhibition 
manngers, it will be impossible to make 
provincial exhibits, but the products of 
each province will be grouped as much 
as possible and full credit given. It is 
the intention to make a large trophy of 
grain, and in this the different provinces 
will be represented. 

As fur as Canadians are concerned, 
l'rof. Saunders says he does not think 
the Dreyfus verdict will make the least 
difference in the attendance or number 
of exhibits.

THE VOTERS' LIST. 

We have already pointed out what mny 
prove a fatal objection to the registra 
tion of voters for Victoria City and New 
Westminster ordered by the government. 
We have shown that the act of Inst ses- 
sion authorizes the government to ean- 
eel the. voters' lists of Victoria, New 
Westminster, Vancouver and Nnnaimo 
on a certain day, and have suggested 
that this, beiug a special power conferred 
by the legislature upon the government, 
must be exercised in the terms of the 
act. The law seems to contemplate that 
the cancellation shall be simultaneous 
to the four cities; that is to say, the list 
of one of the cities cannot be cancelled 
to take effect on one day, and 
those of the other to take ef- 
fect on another day. The lists 
for these four cities are ti> be cancelled 
"on a day to be specified." The strict 
interpretation of this language means 
that there shall be only one act of can- 
cellation, and that it shall take effect 
simultaneously in each district affected 
thereby. This being the case, it follows 
that if the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council can li.x a day for can- 
cellation in one city, its powers 
under the act are exhausted and cannot 
afterwards he exercised in connection 
with the list of any other city. Hence 
the lists for Vancouver ami Nanaimo 
cannot now be cancelled. This line of rea- 
soning, which we do not claim to have 
presented exhaustively, but only by way 
of suggestion, for the full argument 
"would occupy too much space, shows that 
the cancellation is void, and heuce tho 
old list stands. 

Another point also arises in this con- 
nection, namely, that under the law tho 
oity of Victoria may be wholly disfran- 
chised by the extraordinary course which 
the government has seen tit to take, or 
the list may be filled with names of un- 
qualified persons. To make this clear 
we quote the following two sub-sections 
of section 11 of chapter (17, of the Con- 
solidated Statutes: 

(f) On the first Monday of Mny and 
November in each and every year, the 
Collector shall hold a Court of Hovision 
of which two months' notice shall be 
given by him; such notice to be pub- 
lished in the British Columbia Gazette, 
and copies of such notice shall be posted 
in tho oflice of such Collector, op the 
door of the principal court house of the 
electoral district, and in not less than 
three conspicuous places within the dis 
trict for which, or for the polling divis- 
ion whereof, he shall have been ap- 
pointed. 

(gj Upon the holding of such court, it 
shall be tho duty of such Collector to 
hear and determine any and all objections 
against the retention of any name or 
names on the Register of Voters; pro- 
vided notice of every objection, and the 
reason therefor, which may be in the 

fnplll II in 111,, il In (,.,..,.(,. 



advisable, to the person objected to, 
stating the fact of such objection, the 
ground thereof, and that the same -will 
be heard at the holding of such court. 
It shall also be the duty of such Col- 
lector to strike oft the Register of Voters 
all names thereon of persons who shall 
be dead, or shall have ceased to reside 
in the province of British Columbia, the 
Collector shall, unless in the case of 
death, or supposed death, such death 
shall be registered under the Births, 
Deaths and Marriages Registration Act, 
give at least three weeks' notice of his 
intention to strike off such name, by post- 
ing it letter to that effect, addressed to 
such elector at his last known resi- 
dence. 

We have already pointed out that the 
notice of revision posted by the Collector 
of Votes ought not to be considered as 
applicable to a list not then in existence, 
and these sub-sections show that it can- 
not be so applied. A previous sub-section 
provides ti<ut after a person claiming the 
right to vote has filed his application, his 
name shall be posted by tho Collector, 
and if during the next two weeks there- 
after no objection is taken, his name 
shall be placed upon the list. Notice of 
objection must be filed with the Col- 
lector at least thirty days before the 
court of revision opens, which according 
to the advertisement must be October Oth. 
September 21st is, therefore, the last 
day upon which a name can be posted, 
so that it can remain posted for two 
weeks, subject to objection, and the 
requisite thirty days' notice of objection 
can be given. The provision of the act 
cannot, therefore, he applied to any per- 
son registering later than September 
2L!nii. This provision for the posting of 
the name for two weeks is for the pro- 
tection of the public; the provision fot 
the thirty days' notice is for the protec- 
tion ol' the individual. This means that 
all the provisions of the law cannot hav 
effect in respect to any names filed later 
than next Thursday. Let us amplify 
this point a little. A is a person who de 
sires to vote. He may or may not be a 
qualified voter. He makes application 
to-day; that is, on September 10th, to be 
registered. His name is posted for two 
weeks, according to law, which two 
weeks will expire on October .3rd. During 
this period any one has an opportunity 
of inspecting the list, and if any such 
person thinks it is worth while to object 
to A's vote, he proceeds to give notice 
the Collector, which he may do as late 
as October 5, and the Collector can tako 
cognizance of such objection, because it 
has been filed with him thirty days be- 
fore the court of revision opens. But 
suppose such applicant does not see fit 
to file his application until Saturday next 
His name will be posted, and any one 
has the right to object to it within two 
weeks thereafter, that is, until October 
7th. If ou October 7th any person de- 
cides to object to A's name, and he has 
all day in which to make up his mind, 
tho Collector cannot tako cognizance 
of this objection, because it has not been 
received by him thirty days before the 
court of revision opens, which is Novem- 
ber (!. If A holds back his application un- 
til October Qth, uo one can take excep- 
tion to it, no matter how much on the 
alert he may be, because the necessary 
thirty days' notice to the Collector can 
not be given. 

It is therefore abundantly clear either 
that the great majority of the electors 
will be disfranchised because they will 
not have applied for registration suf- 
ficiently long before the court of re- 
vision to permit the necessary notices to 
be given, or the list will l>e liable to be 
filled up with the names of persons 
whose right to vote may be open to ob 
jection. Besides all which there is the 
fundamental danger that the courts may 
hold that the government has exceeded 
the powers conferred by the act, and 
therefore that the new list is void. Thi: 
would do no great harm, were it not that 
all subsequent elections will be held under 
the list now being made up. 

We desire to impress this matter upon 
the notice of the government and the 
public as strongly as we know how. 
The collector will proceed to revise the 
lists on November (J, and when next an 
election comes on for the Province or the 
Dominion, this list will be used. After 
the election some one may raise the 
question that an improper list has been 
used, Ill-cause the old list yet remains in 
force. Who will undertake to say how 
the courts will decide V And we desire 
further to direct attention to the fact 
that this fundamental objection to the 
new list, if it is held to be good, will 
apply with equal force to any revision 
of that lint, even if it is not made up 
for the next twenty years. The muddle 
is an abominable one.

THE TRANSVAAL CRISIS. 

As was suggested in the Colonist on 
Sunday, the end-of-the-week news from 
the Transvaal was spiced a little more 
highly than the facts warranted. The 
reply of the Transvaal government to 
the British note throws very little light 
upon the probable outcome. It is un- 
certain in its tone throughout and may 
be understood almost any way which the 
reader desires. Whether by it Presi- 
dent Kruger is preparing a way in 
which he can more or less gracefully 
retire from his extreme position, or is 
simply sparring for wind, no one enn 
say. He is certainly prolonging a very 
strained situation almost beyond limit- 
The closing paragraph of the note is con- 
ciliatory, but it may be nothing more 
than a bid for support from the pto- 
Afrikander party in Great Britain. We 
are unable to see what Kruger can hope 
to gain by postponing a rupture, if hi! is 
determined not to yield. Every day 
makes the position of Great Britain in 
South Africa stronger, for the reinforce- 
ments are getting nearer all the time. 
If he intended to light, he ought to have 
begun it some weeks ago. This leads 
us to the opinion that he hopes to find 



MR. COTTON ASICS QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Cotton bus been tip nt Nelson, anil 
his newspaper, the News- Advertiser, in- 
forms the public that he asked the mine- 
owners some questions, which completely 
floored thein. Mr. Cotton is n versatile 
man. He is, however, much better at 
asking queations than answering them. 
For example, he lias never answered the 
question: Are yon guilty or not guilty 
of the charge of deliberate falsification 
of the records of the Executive Council 
preferred agaiust you by your late col- 
league, Mr. Joseph Martin? 

We are not advised of tho real object 
of Mr. Cotton's questions, hut in view 
of the fact that ins staunch supporter, 
Mr. Ralph Smith, hns declared that it is 
in contemplation by the government to 
operate the mines if the mine-owneri 
will not do so iu a manner satisfactory 
to the ministers, n statement which Mr. 
Cotton was careful not to deny in his 
Rossland interview, it is possible that he 
has been making Inquiries from the sil- 
ver mine-owners with the object of 
assuming control of the mines at an 
early day. Are the public to understand 
by this that Mr. Hume is to be super- 
seded nnd that Mr. Cotton is to become 
minister of mini's with full control of a 
number of working properties, in addi- 
tion to being Finance Minister nnd Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works? 



THE EIGHT-HOUR DAW. 

The Province hna for the third or 
fourth time asked the Colonist why it 
does not sny something about Mr. Clif- 
ford's- remarks on the eight-hour law. 
We understand that Mr. Clifford said 
that he believed eight hours was long 
enough Tor a man to work underground 
in n mine. There does not appear to be 
anything in this culling for observations 
on the part of the Colonist or any one 
else- The Colonist has a very distinct 
recollection of saying several times the 
very same thing, coupled with the quali- 
fication that there may be ensos where 
minors can work for a longer period 
with no injury' to themselves and with 
greater advantage to their employers. 
Why, then, should the Colonist make 
any comment upon what Mr, Clifford is 
alleged to have said? 

Very few persons object to the short- 
ening of the hours of labor. What they 
do object to is the demand for 
the same pay for a short day 
as for a longer one. What they object 
to even more is the manner in which the 
eight-hour law was railroaded through 
the house. The Colonist is printed on 
Vancouver Islnnd, where a very large 
number of miners work underground nil 
the time, and their day 'is eight hours 
long. But these miners do not dnim 
that they ought to be given ten hours' 
pay for eight hours' work.

AN OFFICIAL BLUNDER BOOK. 



A " Book of Views in Western Can- 
ada, " is at present being circulated by 
the immigration department -at Ottawa. 
It appears to have been " made in 
Chicago," according to the Imprint on 
many of the illustrations, and is a fit 
companion to the famous map procured 
by the same department from a foreign 
source and withdrawn from circulation 
because of its eccentricities. 

This booklet has been got up regardless 
of expense, anil profusely illustrated and 
well-printed on highly-toned paper it is 
a triumph of mechanical art. But the 
blunders of the niithor— with respect to 
British Columbia anyhow — make the 
book n very pi>or advertisement. 

To use its own language. " the illustra- 
tions given herein speak more strongly 
than words can, and convey in a more 
adequate manner the resources of the 
great Canadian West." Judge of the 
feelings of the patriotic British Colum- 
bian who upon reading this statement 
turns with swelling pride to the picture 
pages, anil there finds, in the order given, 
the following " more adequate " por- 
trayals of the resources of his province: 

1. "Kootenay Falls, near Nelson, B.C." 
Not u sign of settlement or travel; some 
foaming water in n wilderness. 

2. " Slocan Luke, looking towards 
Slocan, 1?. C." A waste of water, bar- 
ren of sail or hull, with six widely separ- 
ated houses dimly risible against back- 
ground of forest, snow hills, and clouds 
reft by forked lightning. 

3. " Freight waggons at Yale, B. C." 
A scene from the prehistoric days, before 
the rail way. 

4. " Koslo, B.C.; general view look- 
ing east." A forest between tho point 
of view nnd the roofs in dim distance 
representing the town- 

" Rossland, British Columbia, look- 
ing west." A view given as of the 
present day, hut taken ro early in Row- 
land's existence that not the sign of a 
street or roadway appears. 

0. " General views, Trail Creek." Most 
imposing of the series, but out of date. 
Smelter anil modern buildings of town 
not shown. 

7. " SpiiKznm Bridge, British Colum- 
bia." A masterpiece, if scenery is the 
resource relied upon. 

8. "In the Mountains." Address not 
given; immigrant led to locate this 
resource ns best lie can. 

1). " Mining towns (2) ,iu British Col- 
umbia." Flourishing places, apparently; 
names unfortunately mislaid, 

10. "New Denver, British Columbia, 
from west." Scenery impressive; settle- 
ment too dim and distant to give much 
idea of importance of place. 

11. " Ivootenny Rapids, near Nelson, 
B.C." Near relative of the "Falls" 
shown ns No. 1. Resources evidently 
exhausted, as this repealer is tho last 
pictu re. 

Referring again to the words of the 
booklet, certified as spenking less strong- 
ly than the pictures, one finds thorn little 
less vague. Of the province ns a whole I 
one learns that its value is " now only 



beginning to be comprehended." The 
mineral review" might have been taken 
from a Geological Survey report of ten 
years ago, with a. few world-famed facta 
of more recent years carelessly worked 
in. " Kootenay and Vulcou " are 
grouped as the gold districts of the 
province. " A belt of rocks * * * 
bus already been proved to he richly 
auriferou-s " ! " Silver has been discov- 
ered in several places " ! For sius of 
omission and commission, however, the 
coal paragraph, rashly venturing iuto 
greater detail, is a prize-winner, as fol- 
lows: 

" Bituminous coal has been exten- 
sively worked for many years past ut 
Nauuiino, on Vancouver Island, nt which 
place there ore large deposits, and indi- 
cations of coul have been found ut sev- 
eral other plact'S ou that Island." 
(Shades or Wellington and Comox 1) 
" Several aeuma of bituminous coal have 
been discovered on the Mainland in the 
New Westminster and Nicolu districts, 
and other indications of coal have been 
found in many parts. Tlie same forma- 
tion exists on the Mainland as on the 
Island, and the New Westminster and 
Nicola coal beds arc probably small por- 
tions of a large area." 

One would think that New Westmin- 
ster nnd Nicola (where not « scrap of 
coal is produced) were centres of coaling 
industry; but if the author got ahead 
of the times in this reference, he re- 
turned to his musty volume for the fol- 
lowing, a paragraph by itself, and hocui- 
ingly inserted as an afterthought: 

•' The coal fields of the Crow's Nest 
Pass, in East Kootenay, are said to be 
the largest in the world in extent "— 
truly a vivid description of the mum- 
moth coal mid coking operations there. 

The fisheries write-up is similarly 
modelled, its will be appreciated by the 
cannerymen of the Skeeua and other 
Northern points, who, freshly returned 
from their annual pack of a quarter 
million eases, more or less, will be inter- 
ested in reading that " the greater num- 
ber of the canneries where these fish are 
put up for export are on the Eraser 
river, but 'there are some' in the more 
northern part of the province." 



HORRORS OF THE TRAIL. 

The 6tory telegraphed to the Colonist 
from Vancouver, telling of the horrors 
of the Edmonton trail, is the most ter- 
rible yet published. In all the many 
gold rushes, the record of which has 
been preserved, there is nothing wonse 
than this. 

An especially melancholy feature of 
these tragedies is that they were un- 
necessary. When an effort was being 
made to exploit the Edmonton route to 
the Klondike aB better known titan any 
other, the Colonist and the other Coaat 
papers protested against it in the strong- 
est possible way. The length of the 
journey and the dangers attending it 
were pointed out so strongly and bo 
often that Eastern papers, refusing to 
investigate the matter for themselves, 
claimed that local jealousy inspired the 
opposition. The victims are themselves 
not wholly blameless, for they should 
have known better than to attempt such 
a journey. 

Let us hope that the story of horrors 
is exhausted by the awful tale which we 
print to-day.

Victorians have; been introduced to 
the highest grade article of tennis with 
which America is acquainted— also to 
the greatest exponents of the new school 
of tenuis in both singles and doubles.

of speed. 

Our Northwest players arc good in 
their style, but the style of the Eastern 
cracks is comparatively as much of an 
improvement in effectiveness as the 
pneumatic-tired, high-geared safety over 
its antiquated forerunner. 

The visit of Whitman, Davis et al. is, 
therefore, a revelation as much as a 
pleasure. For it the enterprising tennis 
club deserve not only sincere and hearty 
thanks, but what- is more to the pur- 
pose, a crowded ground for to-day. 

Yesterday there were dozens and scores 
of unfilled chairs, although the matches 
to be witnessed were incomparable, the 
ifiuest ever seen in the Pacific North- 
west. To-day a vacant chair should not 
be found, disgracing the city by its exist- 
ence — for it will be the last playing day 
of the champion group previous to their 
return to the East. 

They have enjoyed their tour, it may 
be said, and they have done good work 
iis tennis missionaries. 

"It is true," says Mr. Wright, the or- 
ganizer and director of the tour, "that 
we have not found men of our own 
strength in the West, but we have had 
a delightful visit with hospitable people. 
Wo have illustrated tennis in its best and 
most modern development, and we quite 
expect to see the players of the North- 
west prolit by the lesson— get out of 
their rut and into the new style of play, 
so that if we come West again three or 
four years hence, we may find foemeu 
worthy of our mettle awaiting us.

They were glad to know that Cham- 
pion Foulkes and a number of his fel- 
low leaders at home had the pleasant 
company of the visiting cracks for a din- 
ner at the Mount linker last evening; 
and also glad that the guests of the oc- 
casion were well impressed with the 
Arion Club concert, which fitted in as a 
supplementary feature. 

But they would have delighted to do 
the stars more public honor — either by 
ball or banquet. The time 01' prepara- 
tion being short, such functions could 
not be, and citizens can only show their 
appreciation by their presence at the 
courts to-day, and hope tor a future 
meeting— when "our boys" shall have 
learned the new game. 

In the first place, it is to be noted 
the Messrs. Whitman, Davis, Wright 
and Ward are young, vigorous, resource- 
ful players— the youngest group of play- 
ers that the Continent has yet become 
acquainted with. They represent cham- 
pionship, doubles and iuterscholastic ten- 
nis in its latest form— with plenty of 
snap and go, a development of, while 
an improvement upon, the modern Eng- 
lish game, fast volleying and tremendous 
speed being its salient features. 

In addition, they have created a new 
service, which was as much of a mar- 
vel to Victorians yesterday as their dead- 
ly Sliced in combination with admirable 
accuracy. This service is as new to 
Californians as it is to British Colum- 
bians, and may, perhaps, be most readily 
described as an application of the base- 
ball pitchers' curve to the game of ten- 
nis — a fanciful sidecut of the racquet 
sending the ball curving through the air 
with a gain rather than a loss of speed. 

Striking the ground, the ball Hies in 
just the reverse direction to the natural, 
hanging In the air at the rebound just 
long enough to enable the server to get 
to the net. 

It was Whitman who invented the 
stroke, bringing it out to the consterna- 
tion of his adversaries some three years 
ago. Since then he and the other highest 
class players have improved it to the 
perfection plane. 

Again, all of the Eastern company go 
in for high speed, Davis being notably 
fast and brilliant. The four play 11 game 
in some characteristics the same; in 
others radically dissimilar. All depend 
largely upon the service; all use a 
deadly back-hand stroke to great advan- 
tage; and all piny a faster game than 
has hitherto been seen on the Pacific 
slope. 

Whitman's greatest strength appears 
to he in his accurate placing of the ball 
with speed, combined with stonewall 
steadiness. It. is this latter quality) 
combined with his disposition to let 
neither crisis, impending defeat nor ap- 
proaching triumph affect his play, that 



has carried him victorious through all 
the big tournaments, leaving him cham- 
pion of the Middle States, champion of 
Canada, champion of New York state, 
champion of Massachusetts, champion of 
the Longwood tournament, champion of 
the National Newport tournament- 
champion, indeed, of everything that 
there is to be champion of. 

Reals C. Wright has something of the 
same idea of the game as the champion. 
He is, however, a left-hand player, 
which makes his game more confusing 
lo an adversary, ami gives him immeas- 
urably greater strength in doubles with 
Whitman. lie, too, has played in all 
the leading tournaments this season, and 
very successfully, winning a large per- 
centage of his mutches and working up 
to the finals and semi-finals in the others, 
against the best players of the land. 

Dwight Davis is the popular player. 
He has the dash and brilliancy that are 
magnetic. His work may be classed us 
sensational in some respects, more parti- 
cularly in bis cross-court drives and 
terrific smashing. 

Given the steadiness of a Whitman, he 
would be supreme. 

Ilolcomh Ward is rightly considered 
one of the best players of the day in 
doubles, having given rather more atten- 
tion to this branch of the game than to 
single playing, although an excellent 
individual player, placing well and 
smashing and driving with both speed 
and certainty. 

In the Whitman-Davis exhibition yes- 
terday aft-moon, practically every feat- 
ure of modern tennis was shown at its 
best— good lobbing, hard smashes, mas- 
terly line play, and quick rallying. These 
features, together with its great rapidity 
and those wonderful services made the 
match memorable. 

When the home players met the East- 
erners, the weakness of the former was 
apparent They do not push back the 
ball fast, enough. When they do get an 
opportunity they lack the steam to kill 
the ball on the instant, as the brethren 
from the Atlantic side do. They have 
all the accuracy, but miss the speed, and 
this being wanting, the Easterners have 
a chance to get round and meet their 
very best intentions. 

The Eastern group of champions hod 
matters all their own way in the opening 
dny events, walking through the card of 
fixtures with neither a loss nor yet a 
well-sustained challenge. It wns ser- 
vice, speed and accuracy f hat counted, 
and while Champion Eoulkes at home 
put up a stronger game than he has yet 
in the series, even succeeding in taking 
the second set in his match with Ward, 
bis strong lobbing and persistent hard 
work availed nothing against the 
superior service and greater science of 
the visitors. 

In the opening match of the morning. 
Eoulkes was pitted against the brilliant 
Davis, masterful, resourceful and not- 
ably successful in his unique service 
and wonderful back-hand stroke. His 
returns were as a rule made from the 
net, .and while Eoulkes fought his 
bravest, making al. times almost, impos- 
sible returns, he was clearly at a dis- 
count in modernity of play, service, speed 
and generalship of the court. 

The fast service of the Easterners 
again gave them a certain victory in the 
match in doubles between Whitman and 
Wright, and Johnston and Pooley; while 
Ward beat A. T. Goward after a really 
excellent match, chiefly by his careful 



play at the net. which the Victorian 
found it impossible to get by. 

Severs, who was vanquished by 
.Wright, had apparently not fully recov- 
ered from his Del Monte tour, so recent- 
ly completed that he has not had time to 
adopt the rigorous training that has 
counted apparently in bis past successes 
on the courts. 

The big match of the day in doubles, 
in which Eoulkes and Malcolm were not 
given so much as a look-in by Davis and 
Ward, was an object lesson throughout 
in smashing, volleying and service — the 
one visitor would serve; the other kill 
the ball at the net. And that's the way 
it was done. 

Wright beat Powell handily, although 
the youngster at periods in the match 
surprised even his friends with brilliant 
returns, and may perhaps be counted 
upon to benefit more from the lessons of 
these two days than any other player of 
the province. 

In Whitman vs. Davis the afternoon 
spectators were treated to the greatest 
exhibition of the modern game they have 
ever enjoyed in this city; and in Ward 
vs. Eoulkes the latter showed how he has 
already improved his game through 
watching and following the Eastern 
play. He is already Increasing his 
speed; played a very skilful lobbing 
game, and displayed an accuracy in his 
smart returns that called for high com- 
mendation from the visiting players.

Ion street. The drain was now a men- 
ace to public health. He requested that 
the subject be at once dealt with. The 
letter was referred to the City Engi- 
neer. . . 

Mr. Dayburn wrote on behalf of the 
residents of Houghton street, Spring 
Ridge, requesting that a sidewalk bo 

built on that thoroughfare. Referred to I ^iu id* the"foTlowing" report: 
the City Engineer for report.

FREE SCHOOL BOOKS. 

Quebec to the Fore With Interesting 
Educational Reforms. 

From the Montreal Herald. 

In the course of ills speech at St. Michel 
on Sunday Hon. Mr. Murchand made the 
happy announcement that the distribution 
of free school hooks, which bus been de- 
termined upon by the. legislature, will begin 
this year. The primary classes will be sup- 
plied with books at once, and within three 
years the other classes will also be sup- 
plied. 

A grent deal of Interest attaches to the 
experiment on which a beginning Is now 
being made. As explained In the debates 
of last session, it Is proposed to supply to 
every pupil In the elementary schools a book 
which shall contain within Its covers the 
whole course set for the work of the class 
in one year. The elementary course lasts 
"our years, nnd at present the work of the 
schools Is divided on the assumption that 
every child will complete the course. Thus 
It comes that the work of Instruction is, 
after a fashion, cut Into slices. For exam- 
ple. In one year the pupil will learn Cana- 
dian history up to the time of Frontenac or 
Montcalm; In grammar he might stop short 
at the adjective or adverb: In geography be 
might never get beyond the boundaries of 
Quebec, lu the event of his being obliged 
to leave school his education must neces- 
sarily be made up of "fag-ends of sub- 
jects, i'niler ttie new dispensation It Is 
proposed to make each year's training com- 
plete In Itself as far ns possible. Ill the 
first year, for example, the pupil will learn 
the outlines of Hie history of Canada to 
Confederation, the elementary rules of the 
whole grammar, and so forth, so that In 
case further tuition Is an Impossibility the 
pupil will have hod a fair chance to make 
the best use of his time. 

It Is proposed that text hooks shall be 
furnished by the government free for all, 
no account being taken of the financial 
capability of pupils' parents, a decision 
which relieves the necessities of any hu- 
miliation from which ttiey might otherwise 
suffer. It. Is hoped and expected, moreover, 
that When pnrents are thus relieved of the 
cost of text books they will be able nnd 
willing to make better provision for teach- 
ers and buildings. 

The books will be the property of the 
class, not of the pupils. They will cost 
10, 15, 30 and (10 cents, varying with the 
grade for which they are designed. The 
cost Is estimated to be, for 100,705 Cath- 
olic and 28,168 rrotestnnt pupils, $30,T38, 
or making generous allowance for emer- 
gencies, well within $50,000 a year. 

It Ik clear Unit there will be an immense 
saving In the amount spent on text books, 
most, of it uselessly. It Is clear also that 
uniformity of text books under the "con- 
centric" system will have a tendency to 
Improve their standard. 

Sir Frederick William Forestier Fores- 
tier-Walker, the now British command- 
er-in-chief at the Gape, has had a dis- 
tinguished career, and has seen not a lit- 
tle active service in South Africa. It 
was there, indeed, that he made his mili- 
tary reputatioa. 

The first elevator wns built in 1S50, 
using worm gears. Owing to the low 
height of buildings, there was little de- 
mand for elevators until the localization 
of commerce Tilled the great centres of 
distribution with merchants and mer- 
chandise, so that storey after storey wns 
added to buildings, necessitating the rap- 
id development of the elevator.

The Chiuese who keep Hocking in. and 
who are pampered and encouraged by a 
rotten a rist ocracy, little better than the 
Chinese they employ, are a source of 
grave danger lo this new Dominion. The 
United States, which has bail the largest 
experience of any nation in the world 
ill handling and amalgamating foreign 
immigration, after devoting years of ex- 
perience and millions in money to the 
problem, were at last obliged to exclude 
the Chinese, whom they found could not 
be amalgamated with u white race, If 
the people of the East wish to save them- 
selves the shock of hearing of such do- 
ings in their Western province as those 
that were witnessed a few years ago 
in Seattle and Rock Springs, they had 
better take in hand quickly the suppres- 
sion of this loathsome Chinese immigra- 
tion. There is :i limit to the patience 
of even a good citizen, and honest men 
will not long endure seeing their daugh- 
ters driven into the streets and their smis 
made tramps, because they cannot lower 

themselves to the level of a Chinaman

A Fleet of Three Now Bound For 
Departure Bay to Receive Cargoes. 

Partly through the extra demands of 
calling warships to or from Manila, and 
partly from a rapid increase in popula- 
tion and general shipping business, 
Honolulu is becoming a vastly improved 
market for British Columbia coal. Sev- 
eral cargoes, have been S"iit to the 
islands' capital during the past few 
months, and now Messrs. R. P. Rithet 
& Co., Ltd., announce the engagement of 
a licet of three well-known vessels, with 
a combined tonnage of almost -1,0011, to 
take cargo from Departure Bay. These 
vessels, the first of which may 'be looked 
for at any lime, are the British bark 
I'actolus, (1,585 tons, Watt master), now 
on her way up from San Diego; the 
bark Agate, (593 tons, Suttis), looked 
for daily from St. Michael: and the ship 
Charmer, (1.728 tons. Davis), returning 
from Honolulu, where she had taken a 
previous coal cargo.

Tug Pilot Has u Rough Time on Her 
Trip From 'Frisco. 

The tug Pilot, Cnptain Bissett, passed 
up on Sunday night, with the coal barge 
Colorado in tow from San Francisco to 
Departure Bay. and returned to Victoria 
last evening. The t rip from San Fran- 
cisco to Namtimo occupied just 1.'! days, 
nearly three times as long as the pre- 
vious trip. The cause was severe weath- 
er, the tug and her tow being caught in 
the gale which delayed the Umatilla for 
several hours. During ~'2 hours only 40 
miles were covered, the runs on the 

thr lays that the storm prevailed being 

Hi. 12 and 18 miles. Not having calcu- 
lated on such long delays, Captain Bis- 
seit ran short nf coal, and had to put in 
In Gray's Harbor, when 1 lie spent two 
days. Both the Pilot and the Colorado 
stood the weather well. 

This is the Pilot's last trip South with 
the Colorado, ail the coal barges and the 
tug nuw being required to take coal lo 
Alaska. Colliers have been chartered 
for the San Francisco trade 



for there is apparently too little local 
business between Victoria and the river 
ports during the winter to justify the op- 
eration of any larger craft. 

To those who wish to see the beauties 
and wonders of the West Coast of this 
Island to the very best advantage, this 
week's trip of the Queen City presents an 
opportunity that will not be again of- 
fered this year. It is the "long voyage'; 
—that is, it extends .'Is far north as 
Cape Scott, this trip being made only 
once monthly. No one can expect that 
the present delightful weather will hold 
until mid-October. 

Steamer ClayoipioL has arrived back 
from the Texada and Islands trip on 
which site spent tin; better pact of a 
week. She will now be withdrawn from 
the schedule route she has been filling 
of lute, the business being insufficient 
to maintain her. On her next trip she 
carries upwards of 80,000 feet of lum- 
ber for Marble Bay, where extensive 
mining work is under way for the Van 
Anda people.

FOU ND DEAD ON PKAIRI E„ 

A Sheep Herder's Mysterious Death in 
an Unfrequented Fart of Alberta. 

A Calgary paper or recent date has the 
following report: 

Tn a wild anil unfrequented part of the 
southern portion of Alberta, 25 miles or 
more from I he nourishing town of Cards- 
ton, the body of oii\-e r Jenkins, tile 
features blackened 'by exposure almost 
beyond recognition, were found by the 
police on Friday of last week-, the man's 
faithful pnllie dug keeping watch over 
its master's remains. Tin- man was a 
sheep herder, nnd had been placed in 
charge of a bund of sheep in that local- 
ity. The body was taken into Cnrdston 
and on Saturday last Coroner Andertou, 
aceompnnled by Dr. Forbes, went nut to 
view the remains. 

An inquest was held on Saturday 
evening. Dr. Forbes held a post-mortem 
examination and found two ugly looking 
openings in the neck, which was found 
to he broken, The uncovered pari of 
the face mid head was already badly 
decomposed, and if was found impossible 
to determine what had caused the in- 
juries found on the neck. A heavy 
thunderstorm had passed over thai local- 
ity ti few days before, nnd it is thought 
the man was struck by the lightning, 
and in falling from his horse broke his 
neck. The body was found lying in a 
peculiar position, 'on the broad of the 
back nnd with the feet pointing Uphill, 
the arms close lo the sides. The man 
had evidently been (lend for sonic live 
or six days when the body was found. 
The deceased wits married, anil bis wife, 
wlio is ignorant of the fate which has 
overtaken her husband, is expected to 
arrive in Cnrdston any day now, having 
left Utah some three weeks ago on her 
journey overland to Alberta. The ver- 
dict, "came lo his death by a visitation 
from God," was rendered. The re- 
mains wore interred in the Ctmlston 
cemetery on Sunday.
